OVER HALF THE WORLD 


| Upset Britain’s |Thousands Of 
Telephone House Bells 
_. System Kept Ringing 


A MAGNETIC storm, caused by a giant sunspot, upset Britain’s 
telephone system recently. Thousands of ‘phone bells in 
‘houses all over the country kept ringing, but the mystified .sub- 


scribers lifted the receivers only to find no one calling them. 


The trouble was not confined to Britain. Tho storm raged over half the world. 
fn ‘many parts of America and Canada all telephone and telegraphic communication was 
cut off several hours, 


_An_ Air Ministry oficial revealed to the 
Sunday Dispatch that more magnetic storms are 
coming in the next few months, 

“We are approaching o period of 
maximum sun-spot activity,” he added, “Sun 
spots como in 11-ycar cycles, ond we are duc 
to reach the maximum intensity of one of 
these cycles at tho ond of this summer.” 

POST OFFICE WAS WARNED 

The Astronomer Royal, Mr. H. Spencer 
Jones, told the Sunday Dispatch that the sunspot 
was observed at Greenwich Observatory and that 
the Post Office was at once warned. 

“The sunspot, which was ten times larger 
than the surface of the world, caused a magnetic 
storm 60 miles above the surface of the earth,” 
the Astronomer Royal added. 

“The current of such o storm is usually a 
million amperes or more, and even at that 
great height can scriously interrupt tele- 

phic communications.

Hongkong is marching against 
disease. Recognising the threat 


of epidemic here thia summer, 
greater than in ordinary times 


| because of the presence of thou- 


sands of refugees and the con- 
stant influx of these people from 
the war zone of China, the 
Director of Medical Services, Dr. 
Selwyn-Clarke, has struck the 
first blow. It is by. way of 
appeal to the public to safeguard 
itself against cholera that the 
DMS. has opened his campaign. 
In his communique published 
yesterday he makes the position 
clear. Briefly, his appeal may 
be summarised as follows: Get 
inoculated; keep clean; guard 
food and water, cating utensils 
and clothing against infection ; 
report any case of suspected 
cholern to the medical authori- 
tleg immediately. 

This is an early start; but not 
too early. It is not necessary 
to remind Hongkong people 
that cholera took over “1,000 
lives last year; that smallpox 
has claimed, and is ‘claiming, 
even more in 1988. Meningitis 
has made its appearance here, 
too; and in South China cholera 
is already prevalent. And final- 
ly, as has been pointed out ‘be- 
fore, wherever there. is war 
there is, typhus. All of these 
things, as well ag the ordinary 
run of ailments, Hongkong must 
guard against this summer. 
The fact is that by taking pre- 
cautions against one, the public 
is protected to some extent 
against the others.- Hence the 
importance of the search for 
cleanliness; for germs thrive in 
dirt.

in the Colonial Service of Hong- 
kong, urriving here in 1881. 
The first years of his Cadetship 
were devoted ‘largely to the 
mastery of the Cantonese langu- 
age, which rendered him .an 
authority upon the subject, and 
he secured thereby a fund 
of.,; knowledge which was 
to prove him in good’ stead 
in his later career in the 
Colony. His rise in the service 
was rapid, and at the age of 
twenty-five, be became Acting- 
Assistant Registrar General. 
A year later, in 1886, he served 
as Agsistant Registrar ,General, 
whilst in 1880 he was made 
Secretary to the Board of 
Examiners. In January 1890, 
he was nominated Colonial 
Secretary, and at fhe same time 
also acted in the capacity of 
private secretary to the three 
highest officials in the Colony at 
that time, namely, the then 
Governor, Sir William” Des 
Voeux, the Administrator Sir F. 
Fleming and the G.0.C., 
Lieutenant General Sir G. Digby 
Barker, -G.C.B. Tt was whilst

‘A: certain Portuguese 
clerk had been . embezzling 
funds wholesale,.and upon May 
asking for the accounts of the 
Crown rents for the years 
previous to his appointment, 
he was mortified to learn 
that they were two or three 
years behind. To make a long’ 
story short, the embezzler was 
sentenced to six years imprison- 
ment, whilst the known defalca- 
tiong resulting from his mani- 
pulating .of the accounts were 
said to run to more than 
$63,000. In fact, they were 
probably much more than this 
amount; for the accounts for 
the years 1888 and 1889 were 
coolly destroyed by the clerk 
when he learned to his chagrin 
that his’ game of mulcting the 
Hongkong public was exposed. 
Through - hia efforts in run- 
ning down the leak’ in the 
Colonial Treasury department, 
Mr. May increased ‘his prestige 
more than ever, and in May 
1896 he was made a member of 
Legislative ° Council. Notwith- 
standing his multifarious duties, 
he found time to serve as Cap- 
tain Superintendent of Police, 
Superintendent of the. Fire 
Brigade and Governor of Vic- 
torin Gaol, in each of which 
capacities he revealed himself 
ag a man of unusual capabilities. 
Tt was whilst serving as 
Captain Superintendent of 
Police that ‘he distinguish- 
ed himself by his  fear- 
lesg handling of the coolie riots 
arising out of the fear of the 
outbreak of bubonic -- plague, 
which made Hongkong a rather 
dreaded name in the news 
of the year 1894. It was just 
this demonstration of his effec- 
tive handling of/the situation 
which brought May to the front 
as an administrator of excellent 
parts, and he was rewarded by 
the Home Government by being 
created « Commander of, the 
Order of St. Michael and St. 
George, in the following year. 


Appointed Governor 

In 1900, Sir Henry was again 
named to fill the post of Acting 
Colonial Secretary, and two 
years later was selected to serve 
ng Colonial Secretary.

They 
include the German Soclal De- 
mocratic party Ied by Minister of 
Public Health Ludwig Czech, the 
German Christian Sociallst party 
and the German Agrarinn League, 
headed by Pranz Spina, minister 
without portfolio. 


These three smaller parties have 
been cooperating with the govern- 
ment. The German agrarians, how- 
ever, recently endorsed an autonomy 
Programme similar to Henlein's.

The Sudeten Germans also object

Pan-American Airways, ‘he states, 
feels that the expense of last year's 
experimental Aghts might have been 
reduced by taking small mail loads. 
But the Anglo-American agreement 
covering airport rights and other 
navigation facilities provided that 
neither the Ameritan nor the British 
company should start until both were 
ready. 

On these survey fights, the writer 
asserts, “the British learned that 
thelr Empire boats, for which so 
much was claimed, did not have the 


range for the 1,900-mile jump be- 
tween Newfoundland and Ireland 
with a pay lond.” 

Whatever the possibilities of the 
comparatively obsolete clippers uscd 
by Pan-American Airways for these 
flights the company will soon have 
at its disposal the new Boeing clippers 
designed for 4,000-mile fiights with a 
pay load of four tons. 

A newcomer to trans-oceanie fly- 


ing, the American Export Air Lincs, 
a subsidiary of American Export 
Lines, is also pushing ahcad with 
plons for a trans-Atlantic service. 

According to the New York 
Times, “If the British insist on the 
American flag linc delaying another 
year or two until Imperlal Alrways 
perfects Its ‘planes, before the open- 
ing of a New York-Southampton ser- 
vice, the Post OMice Department, it 
js understood, is willing to ask for 
\pids on air mail to ports of Con. 
tinental Europe, with Spain and 
Portugal in mind especially.” 

The Department already has 
£400,000 avallabie for alr mail 
subsidies. Government officials are 
anxious that no time should be lost 
in establishing the' United States as 
one of the leading countrics en- 
gaged in flying the Atlantic.

Sixteen” Australian ‘cricketers fired with the ambition and 
‘determination typical of Australian Test teams have arrived in 


Englond. They are a young 
average ago of only 28. 


On paper they appear to be a very 
strong combination, but undoubtedly 
there tre wenknesses, and there ds 
no cause, I think, to be pessimistic 
about our chance of regaining the 
“Ashes.” 

A touring team invariably includes 
some players lacking experience of 
the conditions under which the 
games will be ployed. Variety in 
the pace of wickets and chonge of 
Naht often make a vast difference to 
n batsman. There have been many 
enses of fine, even great, cricketers 
falling abrond; and the Australions 
have muffered in this way just as 
much as we have, 7 

In my opinion, this Australian 
team runs a greater risk than usual, 
for only eight of the 16 have been 
here before, and only five have 
played jn Test cricket in England. 
Every touring team has {ts fallures, 
and the greater the number of new- 
comers, the higher the probability of 
fallures, 


LEFT-HAND GOOGLIES 


Onc of the great factors which 
contributed townrds the winning of 
the rubber in 1034 wos the Grim- 
mett-O'Rellly attack. This has been 
dissolved, and I consider the omis- 
sion of Grimmett a mistake, which 
will be serious unless Ward or Fiect- 
wood-Smith can reproduce hin ac- 
curncy and his wiles, 

Fleetwood-Smith can be an ex~ 
tremely dangerous bowler with his 
left-hand goorlics, capable of dis- 
missing the best of batsman. He J9 
inclined to be erratic, but scldom has 
more accurate bowling been seen 
thon hia performance at Adelaide in 
the Fourth Test of 10937, when he 
was lorgely responsible for an Aus- 
trallan victory. . 

Ward possesses’ flight and the 
ability to spin the bal) to a marked 
degree, but he has not that mastery 
of length and direction which made 
Grimmett one of the greatest googly 
powlers of all tne. 

Grimmett’s absence, I think, may 
have a marked effect on O'Reilly's 
bowling, for it Is seldom realised 
how’ much these two helped each 
other, . - 

Thejr accuracy was such that the 
batsman, was apt to become puzzled 
und worried as to how to get a run; 
whereas if a batsman can help him- 
self to twos and threes and an 
occasional four at one end he will 
be content to play maiden overs 
from the other,

To the type of batsman, therefore, 
who 1s anxious to get runs O'Reilly's 
necuracy by itself will not be so 
morally destructive. 


I feel there can be only one ren- 
son for the selection of a single fast 
bowler, McCormick, and that js the 
belict that our wickets will be 
similar to those of 1934. 


DOPING THE WICKETS 


We then played into the hands of 
our opponents by selecting fast 
powlers of our main nttack and 
removing the sting {rom them by 
doping the wickets. 

Tim Wall, the Australian fost 
bowler, was top of the Test bowling 
averages In Australia during the 
series 1932-33, and bottom here in 
1934 with an average of 78.66 runs 
per wicket obtained. This suggests 
that our wickets were anything but 
aymputhctic towards fast bowling. 
We were relying almost entirely on 
this form of attack. 

Well-prepared pitches arc, of 
course, essential for first-class 
cricket, but it Js to be hoped that 
we shall benefit by past and painful 
experiences and not take the pace 
out of noturnl, fast wickets. 

The “Ashes” were won in 1932-33 
by fast bowling on fnst ‘wickets. 
Fast bowling on a doped wicket 15 
an entirely different proposition, and 
the Australian selectors have 
gambled rashly by relying solely on 
McCormick for the fast attack, 

English spectators will appreciate 
the lovely action of the talk Mc- 
Cormick, whe, in my opinion, Is the 
fastest bowler In the world to-day. 
I should describe his run-up as 
something between that of Larwood 
and Tim Wall. He }s likely to be 
very dangerous jn his first few overs, 
but Incks the stamina of other great 
fast bowlers. 


A GREAT RISK 


Four years ogo the Australian 
term came here without o slow Icft- 
hander—n risk that should never be 
taken, for this type of bowler }s in- 
dispensable on a “sticky” wicket. 

This year the Australlan_ selectors 
have wiscly included E. S. White, 
who should prove of immense value, 
porticularly where wet wickets are 
concerned. 

The team is thus prepared for all 
wickets, having ¢xponents of ail 
types of bowling. '

In this respect, I belleve that if 
our selectors can unearth a really 
good swing bowler who can make 
the ball swing awoy, several of the 
big run-getters will ®be dismissed 
cheaply. 

This is a type of ball seldom 
bowled in Australia’ owing to the. 
conditions, and onc which would 
worry most ‘Austratians. . A Maurice 
Tate in his prime would be invalu- 
able, and enhance our chances by 50 
per cent. 


A SOUNDER BRADMAN 


Don Brodman, although he fs per- 
haps less brilliant, $s os great a bats- 
man as ever. He has probably lost 
some of his quickness of eye, but 
this, I think, is more than counter- 
acted by an increased soundness of 
method. 

Bradman and Ponsford were res- 
ponsible for more than 1,000 runs 
out of approximately 1,600 jn the 
last two Tests of 1934. But It Js 
doubtful if there is a player of Pons- 
ford’s calibre to open the innings for 
Australin thls scnson. 


Brown and Fingleton are both ex- 
cellent opening batsmen, but they arc 
not an ideal pat, as they both might 
be termed defensive batsmen, and 
neither has the wide range of strokes 
or the ability to,force the pace in the 
way which made Ponsford such a 
groat opening man. 


WATCH FINGLETON 

At the same time I think Fingle- 
ton will be one of the outstanding 
successes of the tour, because he is 
both sound and adaptable. 

Darkish, of medium helght and 
rather slim, he will speedily be 
popular with our cricket crowds, for 
hig fielding $s the finest I have ever 
seen and his throwing remarkably 
necurate. He is, indeed, well worth 
watching. 

Possibly, Baddock may be asked to 
fill the role of opening batsman. He 
has a wide variety of strokes at his 
command, but recently he has not 
met with grent success in this posi- 

on. 

To sum up the situation, I would 
say that if the Tests are played on 
wet wickets we should definitely 
prove to be the better side, and 
given fine weather I consider we 
stand & good chance of winning the 
rubber if our prospect ts not pre- 
judiced by doping the pitches. 

But surely our Inability to get out 
not only the Australfans but also 
India and New Zealand has taught 
a lesson in that respect?

HONGKONG 
DECLARES WAR 
ON DISEASE 


Hongkong is marching against 
disease. Recognising the threat 
of epidemic here this summer, 
greater than in ordinary times 
because of the presence of thou- 
sands of refugees and the con- 
stant influx of these people from 
the war zone of China, the 
Director of Medical Services, Dr. 
Selwyn-Clarke, has struck the 
first blow, It is by way of 
appeal to the public to safeguard 
itself against cholera that the 
D.M.S. has opened his campaign. 
In his communique published 
yesterday he makes the position 
clear. Briefly, his appeal may 
be summarised as follows: Get 
inoculated; keep clean; guard 
food and water, eating utensils 
and clothing against infection; 
report any case of suspected 
cholera to the medical authori- 
ties immediately. 

This is an early start; but not 
too early. It is not necessary 
to remind Hongkong people 
that cholera took over 1,000 
lives last year; that smallpox 
has claimed, and is claiming, 
even more in 1988. Meningitis 
has made its appearance here, 
too; and in South China cholera 
is already prevalent. And final- 
ly, as has been pointed out be- 
fore, wherever there is war 
there is typhus. All of these 
things, as well ag the ordinary 
run of ailments, Hongkong must 
guard ‘against. this summer. 
The fact is that by taking pre- 
cautions against one, the public 
is protected to some extent 
against tho others. Hence the 
importance of the search for 
cleanliness; for germs thrive in 
dirt, : 

Through the Exglish-written 
press and the vernacular papers 
the Director of Medical Services 
has reached many thousands of 
readers with his declaration. of 
war. But, in view of the serious- 
ness of tho situation, -the hope 
must be expressed that the 
‘campaign against diseases will 


‘ Jnot be allowed to stop. there. 


The appeals must be repeated. 
Newspapers will play their part, 
it ia certain; but.an even wider 
system of advertising should 
bo attempted. The people who 
do-not read the papers are those 
it is most necessary to reach. 
Tho. averago - foreign render 
knows enough to protect him- 
self; the average Chinese reader 
ia beginning to‘ realise the -ad- 
vantages of inoculations but the 
poor. people, the very ignorant, 
foro at a disadvantage, and it is 
among them that discasc most 


Says History 


By T. Paul Gregory 


JA name that is familiar 


to all the older residents of 


the Colony is that of Sir Francis Henry May. His long 
career of over thirty years in Hongkong was remarkable 
inasmuch as he rose from a Cadet in the Civil Service to 
be Governor—a series. of promotions unprecedented in 
the annals of Imperial methods—and, moreover, they at- 
test the great ‘value placed upon his ability by his 
superiors in the Colonial Office. : 


Sir, Francis, Henry May was 
born in Dublin, Ireland on 
March 14, 1860. He was the 
fourth son of the Rt. Hon. 
George Augustus Chichester 
May, P.C., Lord Chief Justice of 
Ireland, 
Harrow and. Trinity College. 
The young man early proved 
himself to be a profound student 
and graduated B.A. at the age 
of twenty, taking first class 
honours, and he was incidentally, 
too, a prizeman in classics and 
modern languages at his alma 
mater: .

A year later, in 1886, he served 
ag Assistant Registrar General, 
whilst in 1889 he was made 
Secretary to the Board of 
Examiners. In January 1890, 
he was nominated Colonial 
Secretary, and at the same time 
also acted in the capacity of 
private secretary to the three 
highest officials in the Colony at 
that time, namely, the then 
Governor, Sir William Des 
Voeux, the Administrator Sir F. 
Fleming and to the G.O.C, 
Lieutenant General Sir G. Digby 
Barker, G.C.B. © It was whilst 
serving the latter that he met 
his future wife—Helena Augusta 
Victorin—the eldest daughter of 
the G.O.C, _ :

a monstrous case of defalcation 
which had been going on 
for years was brought to 
light. A_certdin Portuguese 
clerk had been embezzling 
funds wholesale, and upon May 
asking for the accounts of the

Brigade and. Governor of Vic- 
toria) Gaol, in each of which 
capacities he revealed himself 
as aman of unusual capabilities. 
Tt was whilst serving as 
Captain Superintendent ‘ of 
Police that he distinguish- 
ed himself by his  fear- 
lesg handling of the coolie riots 
arising out of the fear of the 
outbreak of bubonic plague, 
which made Hongkong a rather 
dreaded name in the news 
of the year 1894. It was just 


‘this demonstration of hia effec- 


tive handling of ‘the situation 
which brought May to the front 
as an administrator of excellent 
parts, and he was rewarded by 
the Home Government by being 
created a Commander of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. 
George, in the following year.

In 1900, Sir Henry was again 
named to fill the post of Acting 
Colonial Secretary, and two

laboured so long for their future 
welfare.. Scarcely had a. year 
passed when the surprising an- 
nouncement was made that Sir 
Henry was again to return to the 
Colony—this time as Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief.- The 
appointment occasioned no little 
surprise throughout the service 
and was of course hailed with 
much gratification in Hongkong. 
In fact, as the South China Morn- 
ing Post of July 4, 1912 stated: 
“Sir Henry returns to Hongkong 


‘at a-time when a first-hand 


knowledge of local affairs is of 
supreme importance. The rail- 
way enterprise, _ prospective 
developments in the New _Ter- 
ritories, the University of Hong- 
kong,. the opium question, the
